New York, July 11.—The first day la 


New York of Admiral Baron Yama- 
moto, who is a guest of the city, waa 
a busy one. The admiral, who is one 
of the most prominent naval officers 
of Japan, arrived here from England 
ana will remain until July 15. He 
was Interiewed at length by ab*ut 
half a hundred reporters, had his pho- 
tograph taken a score of times, re- 
ceived visits from Major General Zy«d- 
erick D. Grant, Rear Admiral Robley 
D Evans, Captain J. D. Adams, acting 
commandant of the New York nary 
yard, and a number of other military 
and naval men, took a long automobile 
ride and dined with the members of 
his party. The admiral strongly depre- 
cated the war scare which has recent- 
ly appeared In both Japan and Amer- 
ica. 
He said that no small incident 


could break the friendship which has 
existed for so many years between 
Japan anfl the United States. Hi 
thought the sensational press of tM* 
two countries largely to blame for tn»' 
war talk. As to the prospective traas- 
er qf the great Atlantic battleship 
quadron to the Pacific, that wa» a 
matter solely for the American gor- 
ernment to decide, and one that^dld 
not interest him in the least, except 
u that It was a novel naval experi- 
ment. 


Rear Admiral Evans, who Is an ild~ 


riend of Admiral Yamamoto, called 
on him, and the two sailors "had a long 
chat together. After the visit Admiral' 
Evans said they had settled the wbole 
matter of_war bel 
Japau and had declared peace.

Worse Than Foolish. 


Mexico City, July 11.—"Talk of a 


war between the United States and 
Japan is worse than foolish," declared 
Japanese Minister Minoza Arakawa, 
at the Japanese legation here. Mr. 
Arakawa declares that the situation 
has been exaggerated by the news- 
papers. He further says that the Jap-1 
anese would be the last people in tnej 
yorld to go to war with the United' 
States, the friendship between the twoj 
countries, cemen.ted' by 50 years ofi 
cordial relations and harmonious eH 
forts along the same Hoes, bringing 
the two people too close together Wi 
ever permit war.

pai t of the enti.-c political system, 
and that criticism of the 
courts is 


shared by every branch of our insti- 
tutions. 


"It is fortunate for us that legisla- 


tion has not quite kept pace with agi- 
tation. 
But in the meantime imp.i- 


ieut criticism demands of the courts 
what might h;ne been, and not what 
is, found in the statute books. Again 
it is unfair for Legislatures, In su- 
pine submission to factional demand, 
to enact laws that are clearly incapa- 
ble of enforcement. 
The 
court is 


powerless to do more than acljude the 
law as it stands.

tlic Inspection of Meat by the 


Government. 


Washington. July 11—Warfare be- 


tween the big packers and western 
cattle interests is likely to result in 
the removal of the meat inspection 
lid and the ventilation of the entire 
iiis.tttr in Washington. The fight has 
been raging tor five weeks and a cli- 
max has been reached. The issue is 
whether the packeis 
snail pay for 


beef and pork on the hoof or after 
slaughter, aud 
inspection 
and ap- 


approval by the government. Con- 
siderable meat has been condemned 
after post-mortem examination, and 
each interest wishes the other to bear 
this loss. In an effort to resist the 
packers' demand, the stock raisers' 
organization has instructed its mem- 
bers to hold cattle as far as possible 
on the ranges. This has been done, 
and the beef supply has been enor- 
mously lessened and the prices in- 
creased. It is not likely that a settle- 
ment ^ill be reached until action is 
taker, by the government.
